In setting out new beds of raspberries 
or blackberries cut back the canes to 
about six inches above the surface of the 
Boil.

freely into the centre of the bush.

the crop is put beyond recovery, and the 
yield greatly lessened. 
This taking a 
rainy day to ««mind in" a garden will 
result unsatisfactory. 
Soil worked over 
at such a time becomes baked in clods 
and unfit for seeds, or the tender roots 
of plants. 
Too wet to plow corn, means 
too wet to stir the garden. 


Plants that have been grown in a hot- 
bed should be transplanted in rows in 
the open air before being set out, and 
given protection from the sun and drying 
winds until they become well established. 
By this method of management they 
grow more stocky, and make healthier 
and larger growth in the garden. 


Foremost vegetables the long row sys- 
tem will be found best. 
Tomato plants 
ought to have a distance between rows 
of about three feet and a half, and two 
feet and a half in the row. 
Some might 
think the distance too great, but with 
the large varieties, such as the Acme, 
Trophy and Livingston, the ground will 
be pretty thoroughly covered at the 
time of maturity. 
With plenty of room 
it is possible to secure large, well-ripened 
fruit. 


Cabbasje needs less room. 
Rows two 
and one-half feet apart in the row for 
large varieties will be found a satisfac- 
tory distance. 


All plants of the garden should be so 
put out as to make horse cultivation in 
part, at least, available- 


The value of potting plants to secure 
a good set of roots, cannot be overesti- 
mated. 
All who have tried it regard 
the plan most favorably. 
Plants put in 
pots should not be left too long, for in 
that case the roots become cramped, and 
that is a detriment rather than an aid to 
its growth.—American Parmer.

To make this understood, writes Reno 
Bache in the Boston Transcript, it is only 
necessary to explain the astonishing 
sci- 
•entific system of slaughter adopted by the 
pelagic (that is, open sea) sealers, 
Sup- 
pose thai there were a single great herd of 
x)no million valuable fur-bearing beasts 
which traveled continually over a kite- 
shaped track, many thousands of miles 
in circuit, on the f;reat plains of the 
West. 
Imagine that these animals de- 
voted eight months in every year to 
traversing this route, never varying from 
it, so that their entire company was al- 
ways sure to be at a given point on the 
road at a certain date, though halting 
^ together in an isolated spot 
for four 
mouths annually, to breed and rear their 
young. 
How long would it be before 
the greedy hunters would have wiped 
them all 
out. 
If the latter were per- 
mitted to surround them at the breeding- 
place, a single season would suffice for 
their extermination.

ten dories, which shall be within hail of

and fish. They do all their swimming 
and fishing under water. 


When the hunter sees a head pop up, 
if he is quick enough he may have time 
to aim and fire before the seal has taken 
an 
instantaneous survey 
of 
him and 
dived. 
Usually, when the animal comes 
up close alongside the boat, its fright is 
so great that it disappears too suddenly 
for a shot; but, if 
it pops up at a dis- 
tance of fifty or 
100 yards, perhaps it 
may pause two or three seconds and af- 
ford an opportunity to 
the 
marksmen.

CREEPING IN" BETWEEN A SEA-LtON HERD AND THE WATER. 


That is precisely the situation of the 
seals. 
The herd—there is only one— 
leaves the Pribylov Islands about No- 
vember 10 each year, to spend the win- 
ter in warmer waters. 
Passing south- 
ward through the Aleutian chain and out 
-of Be/ing Sea, the animals swim in a 
southeasterly direction, 
toward 
Santa 
Barbara, about 400 miles south of San 
Francisco, on the Pacific coast. 
There 
they turn and go northward—nearly a 
million strong—hugging the coast, past 
Oregon and Washington, and along the 
southern shore of Alaska into Bering 
Sea, reaching the Pribylov Islands again 
by July 10. 
Upon those lonely rocks 
they breed and nurse their young for four 
months, at the end of which time the pups 
are weaned and big enough to accompany 
the annual migration. 
The track they 
follow is never varied from, and each 
week in the year finds tnem at the same 
stage of their route, so that no difficulty 
in discovering the herd is experienced 
by the hunters, who pursue the poor 
beasts relentlessly month after month, 
killing, killing, killing—until they get 
back into Bering Sea again and are safe 
for a while. 
No present 
project for 
putting a stop to this is entertained. The 
modus vivendi and the seizures of vessels 
have mere'y related to the exclusion of 
the 
pelagic sealers 
from 
Bering 
Sea 
itself, where they arc anxious to go and 
wipe out the whole breeding herd while 
it is assembled on two small islands,thus 
making an end of the species at once 
.and "for good," 


At best 
the aim 
is necessarily very un- 
certain, inasmuch as both, boat and 
seal 
are tossing about in the lumpy water. 


No matter whether it is hit or not,the 
seal disappears instantly. 
If killed out- 
right, it sinks; but, if the marksman, by 
keeping his eye on the spot where 
the 
carcass went under, can so 
direct 
the 
boat as to get 
there 
quickly enough, 
he maybe able to see the body of the an- 
imal going down in 
the crystal-clear 
water. 
In that case he whips out his 
gall-pole and fishes it up. 
To succeed 
in this, however, he must arrive in time 
at the exact point where the game sank, 
since it is only from just above that it 
will be visible through 
tho 
choppy 
waves, which show not a bubble for a 
guide. 
A dead seal will sink from 
six 
to ten feet while a skill is rowed 
fifty 
yards. There is more skill in finding the 
prey after it is hit than in shooting it. 
Supposing that the seal is slightly or 
mortally wounded, it dives 
and swims 
away, in most cases to perish later. 
If 
merely stunned» it flounders about on 
the surface and is easily taken; but that 
seldom occurs. From this brief descrip- 
tion some notion can be formed of the 
enormous waste of life in this 
kind of 
hunting, which, according to the testi- 
mony of the sealers themselves, destroys 
fifteen animals for every one secured, 


After a few days the herd thus inter- 
cepted by the schooner will have passed 
by. 
This is discovered from tho fact 
that no more heads of seals are seen 
popping up in tho water, 
Have the un- 
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Some very interesting points may be 
mentioned respecting the extraordinary 
business of pelagic sealing. For the pur- 
suit of this industry small schooners of 
from forty to sixty tons are equipped. 
Each such vessel starts out on a voyage 
vith three or four months* provisions, a 
quantity of salt, a supply of repeating

Pribylov Islands in the fog which hardly 
ever lift«, and shooting the breeding 
mothers that venture out into the ocean. 
In 1886, there were seven vesfiels en- 
gaged in the sealinji industry on the 
northwest coast. 
There were twenty- 
two in 1887, thirty-three in 1SS9, forty- 
five in 1890, and one huuired and ten 
last summer. 
This year there will bo 
about 
one hundred 
and 
twenty-five 
schooners in tho business. 
All of these 
craft 
and more than 2000 
Canadian, 
American, Japanese, and Indian hunters 
are devoted to the indiscriminate slaugh- 
ter of this herd of valuable creatures, 
which arc to-day almost ninety per cent, 
females. 


By July 10th the entire herd will be 
on two islands in Bering Sea, breeding 
and nursing their young. 
The pups arc 
all born by"July 20th,and up to Novem- 
ber 10th the mother seals arc constantly 
going out to the ocean fishing banks for 
food. 
They nurse their olTspring at in- 
tervals 
of from one to four days, and 
travel in search of fish fifty to 300 miles 
away from the islands. 
Toe fiect, enter- 
ing Bering Sea in July, would draw a 
cordon around the islands, 
practically 
annihilate 
all the 
mothers before the 
helpless young are weaned in November, 
and leave the infant seals to starve by

myriads on the rocks. 
"While not liter- 
ally exterminating the species, the result 
of this would be to destroy 
the sealing 
industry forever. 
True, 
the 
pelagic 
sealers would ruin their own business, 
but they belong to a class of people who 
care only for to-day and do not look for- 
ward to the morrow. 


The Indian hunters carried by the sail- 
ing vessels take an important part in the 
chasc. 
They are turned loose on days 
wheu calm weather 
has succeeded 
a 
storm. 
At such times the seals, which 
have been so toased about in the water 
as to have had no sleep for a consider- 
able period, indulge in the luxury of 
sound naps on the ocean billows, 
lying 
on their backs at tho surface with only 
their noses and '^heels" showing. 
Thus 
rocked in the cradle of the deep, they 
peacefully 'repose, 
doubtless 
enjoying 
pleasant dreams, while tue savage in his 
canoe approaches silently from the lee- 
ward, 
When within striking distance, 
the hunter drives a toggle-headed spear 
into the unconscious animal, drags tho 
prey up to the boat, and knocks it on 
the head. 
This method of slaughter, 
though not less indiscriminate than that 
adopted by the white men, has the ad- 
vantage that no seal that is struck is lost. 


Frank Leslie's Illustrated also gives a 
page of pictures, from which the two 
double-column cuts are taken, showing 
the methods employed in catching the 
seals on King's Island, in Bering SciO. 


A Store on the Congo. 


This is a picture of a sort of building 
that is very common at all the missionary 
stations along the Congo River. 
It rep- 
resents the store at Banza Mantekc, one

of the largest stations ot the American 
Baptist Missionary Union on the Congo. 
Misdionaries have found that trading is a 
necessary part of their work. The Cous:o 
Free State has issued a silver currency 
which has holes stamped through it, so 
that the natives, 
who are not blessed 
with pockets,can thread the 
coin on 
strings and wear their money around 
their necks. 
They, however, are not 
taking very kindly to the medium of 
exchange. 
They cannot see that the 
coins represent any value, and they de- 
cline to receive them in exchange either 
for labor or the products of their little 
farms. 
Tho missionaries are 
therefore 
compelled to use merchandise as money. 


These goods are in considerable va- 
riety, including unbleached cotton cloth, 
red blankets, bandanna handkerchiefs, 
second-hand clothing, old red coats from 
the British arzny stores, cheap blue glass 
beads, and many other articles. 
The 
goods are sent mostly from Liverpool, 
and are packed away in stores like that 
shown in the picture. Prom Matadi, the 
head of navigation on the lower Congo, 
caravans of 
men 
take tho 
goods 
to 
various stations up the river. 


Once every day the missionary opens 
his store» 
In this picture, 3Ir. C, E. 
Ingham, one of the best known of the 
Congo 
missionaries, 
is represented as 
standing in the door. 
It is the hour 
when the store is open, and Mr. Ingham 
is exchanging goods for yams, fowls and 
other articles of food. 
The missionaries 
also use these goods to pay for native 
labor in buidiug their houses and for 
other puriioses.—Hew York World.

Tasmanians was announced to the world, 
in which she is referred to as a pure 
blood aborigine; and Parliament, in 1SS3 
and 18iS4, voted her grants on account 
of her unique position as the sole sur- 
vivor of her race. 


A few men in this country and Canada 
arc now striving to prevent the American 
bison from becoming extinct. 
Tho en- 
deavor reminds us of the efforts of the 
whites in Tasmania to save the remnants 
of the race they had annihilated. 
In 
1803 between 6000 and 7000 
natives 
dwelt in tho valleys of Tasmania. 
All 
that were left of them in 1S47 were 
twelve men, twenty-two women and ten 
children. 
In vain did the Government 
build them comfortable houses, supply 
all their needs and f,ivo them teachers. 
The race was doomed, and one by one 
the few survivors perished.

notions. 
Somt 
rooms at Hobart and other towns art 
filled with their handiwork. 
So thcw 
people, flourishing os they were when 
this century came in, have vanished be- 
fore its close, leaving scarce a trace to 
show that they ever lived. 


Tho AInoris are goinjr tho same way, 
though 
not 
by violence. 
Wheu 
tho 
whites first came among them their num- 
ber watT estimated 
at 120,000. 
Thej 
have boen 
dwindling 
gradually, and 
figure in the New Zealand census of 18S6 
as only 41,069 souls. 
It is noteworthy 
that children's diseases, such as whoop- 
ing cough, introduced among the Maoris 
by Europeans, arc fatal alike to 
infants 
and adults. 
Pulmonary complaints havo 
made largo ravages. 
But their greatest 
enemy, unknown before the coming of 
the whites, is drink. 
Women rival tho 
men in their devotion to tho 
flowing 
bowl. 
Mr. Verschuur, who studied the 
Maoris in 1889, says their chief felicity 
is in getting drunk. 
Another traveler 
says he saw a native on a hotel veranda 
ono day loudly lamenting that ho was 
not beastly 
drunk, 
though 
he 
had 
swallowed thirteen glasses 
of whisky. 
Children of tender years follow tho shin- 
ing example of their parents, and boys 
of five or six years are often seen with 
pipes in their mouths. 
Nothing, ap- 
parently, can stay the ravajies, duo to tho 
«•blessings of civilization,'* which, with 
cach recurring 
year, arc making 
tho 
Maoris leas numerous than before. 


Let us turn to another phase of depop- 
ulation in tho 
Pacilic. 
It 
is a well- 
known fact that tho practice of head 
hunting has more than held its own. 
Among some of tho lesser known islands 
it has increased. 
It amounts to a sort of 
a craze in many an island that is still 
given up to the most heathenish ])nic- 
tices. 
Of course cannibalism is associa- 
ted with it, but many Islanders start on

Other peoples in the Pdcific and else- 
where are approaching the fate of the 
Tasmanians. 
Here and there it is the 
liquor and the diseases introduced by 
white men that are decimating 
them. 
In Tasmania it was the shotgua, pure 
and simple. 
The natives were not guilt- 
less, though they suffered many wrongs. 
Their 
implacable 
hostility 
stirred up 
against them a war of 
extermination. 
The number of ''crows" each had killed 
came to be the common boast among the 
whites. 
The following incident illus- 
trates the utter heartlessness with which, 
as the long straggle went on, the over- 
mastered natives were pursued. 


One day a crowd of idle whites saw a 
nati-/e boy watching them at a distance. 
''Let's have some fun," said one of the 
men. 
Taking 
an 
empty 
revolver he 
pointed at his own head and repeatedly 
pulled the trigger. 
The men laughed 
and the lad drew nearer, much interested 
in the performance. 
'»Nowyou do it," 
they said to him, as they handed him a 
loaded revolver. The boy blew his brains 
out, and this was what the white pioneers 
of Tasmania called *'fun.".
